VICTORIOUS JAPAN. 


She is New a Naval and Military Power te 
Be Reckened With. 


The nation which has 60,000,000 mea 
capable of bearing arms, but which ie 
leaderlese ; which has untold wealth, bus 
does not know how to use it, has sucoumhed 
to the nation which, all told, women and 
children included, is not much above 
40,000,000 soule. China, which has more 
than 300,000,000 inhabitants, probabiy, 
has been the “‘under dog” since the 
atruggle began leet summer. 

It was reported on June 6th last year 
that *‘ the rebellion in Corea was become 
more active, and that 2,000 Chinese troops 
were marching against the rebels.” Japac 


was of the opinion that the rebellion arose 
from the misgovernment of the King of 
Corea, and in order to protect Japanese 
interests in his country ordered that 
monarch to give his ple the reforme 
they asked for, and thus bring the rebellion 
toas y end. Failing prompt obedience 
the Japanese took the matter .into their 
own hands, and thus came into conflict 
with China, There were a few desuitory 
batties, and on August let Japan decisred 
to the Powers that she intended to fight 
China, On the previous day a naval battle 
had taken place, in which a Chinese war- 
ship was sunk and many lives lcet. On 
August 8 the Chinese were defeated in two 
battles, and lost 500 men, On August 17 
and 24 Japan

losing 1,300 men, and on the latter date it 
was reported that China had an army of 
34,000 men in the field. From this time 
forward, with but few exceptions, the 
fortune of war went against the Chinese. 
On September 7 Japan had 100,000 men in 
Corea, and on September 17 China lost 
17,600 in killed, wounded, and prisoners. 
Port Arthur, the Chinese sttanahald: fell 
on November 23. The fighting went om by 
eea and land. On February 12 the Chinese 
forte and warships at Wei-Hai-Wei were 
completely surrendered to the victorious 
Japanese, and talk at once began about 
overtures for peace. 

Up to the middie of last summer there 
was nothing eo marvellous in recent centur- 
ies as the way in which the Japanese were 
absorbing and aseimilazing Western ideas 
of civilizstion, But there is nothing in the 
history of the werld quite so astounding as 
the way in which this small Eastern nation 
has managed herself in the present war. It 
turns out that she was not only sending 
young men to colleges, but buying and 

uilding ironclads, guns, and amassing war 
material, and training an army and navy. 
Within the memory of comparatively young 
men, Japan wase nation to laugh at end 
write comic operas about. Japan is uow a 
military and naval power to be reckoned 
with. She is victorious, and ehe will have 
money. From thie onward she can hardly 
fail to take a most important position in 
relation to the commerce of the world and 
the question of the East.

CANADA'S EXPERIMENTAL FARM 


The Equipments of These Farms are Very 
Complete and EMcicut. 


For several years the provinces and the 
Federal Government have been taking an 
active interest in the improvement of agri- 
cultural methods throughout the provinces, 
asys the Scientific American, and at pres- 
sent the equipments of their so-called 
‘experimental farms” are very complete 


and efficient. The central experimental 
tarm, situated neer Ottawa, comprises some 
500 acres of land and « complete outfit of 
buildings: and the necessary machinery. 
The buiidings are especialiy fitted up for 
cattie, horses, pigs and poultry, and ail of 
these are well stocked. Tiere is o daisy 
equipped with the modern a for 
carrying on experimental work. The farm 
includes @ eceed testing and propagating 
house and @ conservatory. Besides this 
central station, there are eleven exper! 

mental farms in other parts of Canada, and 
these carry on experiments in egriculture, 
horticulture and arboriculture with much 
profit. The several farme are situated so 
as to render them as helpful as possible to 
the moet thickly populated districts, and 
in their equipments and general methods 
they resemble closely the central station. 
The staff of workers at the central experi- 
mental farm inciudes « director, 8p agri- 
culturist, @ botanist, sn entomologist and 
achemiet. There are also @ poultry maua- 
ger, a ‘* foreman of forestry” and several 
assistants toaesist the members of the staff. 

The work is varied in nature and bas to do 
with practically everything which relates 
to farmingion Canada. The sdaptavility 
and merite of various varieties of wheat 
are, for exampie, the subject of careful en- 

ui . . 

e Experiments are carried on to determine 
the vitality and purity of various egricul- 
tural seeds, and to investigate the nature 
of the diseases of p!ants and tress, end the 
cure for the ravages of insects. Various 
varieties of fertilizers are tested to determize 
their comperative value with different evils 
and crops. Ihe study of the care of animals 
ie a very important interest, and the vaive 
of different breede of stock aad their 
adeptability to various climates and otter 
conditions ere ery! ser gga 
These stations examine scientific an’ 
economic sides of butterend cheese makivy.

A Black Silk Pettiesat.

Let the ingredieute cool before baking. 


Card Gingerbread.—‘ne-half cup of bat. 
ter, one-half cup of sour milk, one cup of 


brown sugar, oae egg, one-half teaspoonful | 


of eoda, one fui of ginger, one 
fourth —— of salt. Add one-half 
tablespoontul of water and three scant cups 
of sifted flour. Beat the butter to acream, 
add the sugar, then the eait and ginger, 
now the eggs well beaten. Dissolve the 
soda in the water and stir into the sour 
milk and add to the mixture in the bowl. 
Beat the flour in gradually. Tske one- 
half the dough and roil owt about baif an 
inch thick. Cat in sqaaresand bake abow 
eight minutes in e hot oven.

HEALTH. 


Specks Before the Eyes. 


Specks before the eyes, or mutsce 
volitantes, are of common occurrence in 
connection with megrim, or sick headache. 
They often occur, however, without any 
accompanying headache. Their great char- 
acteristic, according to the Family Phy- 
sician, is their incessant movement, for by 
no effort of the will can they be quiet even 
fora moment. They come into the field of 
vision, traverse it, and then suddenly dis- 
appear. Sometimes they are black, and at 
others quite bright, like little specks of 
light. They are seen quite as distinctly 
when the eyes are closed as when they are 
open. 

They may occur at any age, but are most 
common in those who have passed the 
meridian of life, and often enough they are 
associated with short-sightedness. Some- 
times they depend on an abnormal precep- 
tion of particles of dust floating in the fluid 
which meistens the eyes, at others, they 


are due to little particles floating about in 
the interior of the eye itself. They are 
usually most troublesome whén the eyes 
have been tried over any fine work, espec- 
ially if performed by candle-light, and they 
are intensified by worry and anxiety, or by 
anything that overtaske the brain or 
lowers the health. They do no harm, and 
asa rule cause no inconvenience. They 
may last for years, and then, perhaps, from 
some change in occupation or mode of life, 
take their departure. 

If they are persistent and cause much 
uneasiness, it would be as well to have the 
eyes examined by an ophthalmic surgeon, 
to see if they are seund. Should no fault 
be detected, the patient cannot do better 
than live quietly and steadily, keep in as 

health as ible, and ignore them. 
hey should not be looked for. Plain 
glasses of neutral tint or dark ocobalt-blue 
sax £ render them less apparent. 
hen there is anzmia, iron will often 
effect a cure. In other cases belladonna 
may prove useful. Sometimes we meet 
with specks before the eyes which, instend 
of being in constant movement, are quite 
stationary. These are of more serious im- 
port, and may be the precursor of cataract 
or other organic disease of the eye. They 
are often associated with impairment of 
vision. In these cases an ophthalmio 
surgeon should be conzulted, 


Fats as Food. 


Fats, including all palatable olls, are 
valuable as foods, and under favorable 
conditions may be digested and absorbed in 
considerable quantities by a healthy adult 
A study of physiology. shows that nature 
has bestowed great attention upon the 
means for the digestion, absorption and 
assimilation of fatty substances by the 
human body. This fact may be taken as 
an indication that fat is naturally a henefi- 
cial food. Yet itisa popular supposition 
that fat is unwholesome ; and in many cases 
the eating of fat does cause discomfort and 


stomach disorder. 

To live naturally, everyone should spend 
a part of the day in physical exercise, pre- 
ferably in the open air. Exercise 1s requisite 
for the digestion of fat. Lack of exercise 
is one reason why, in many cases, fate 
“disagree” with the eater. 

The digestibility of different fats varies. 
Butter and cod-liver oil are in the front 
rank as regards ease of digestion. 

It ie uot easy to overestimate the value 
of cod-liver oilas a tonic for achild born 
with an inclination to consumption, as indi- 
cated by coughs, lameness, or curveture of 
the spine. The value of good butter in the 
same connection is not widely enough 
recognized. 

The writer was recently asked hy the 
anxious mother of a young girl of consump- 
tive tendencies whether her fondness for 
butter was not unnatural and harmful. 
To such a person the taste for fatty foods 
is a natural craving for a perfectly proper 
and wholesome food. The craving should 
not be discouraged at ail; but plentiful 
indulgencein out-doorairandexerciseshould 
be insisted upon as a necessary condition of 
digesting the fats ; otherwise symptoms of 
stomach disorder will appear ; blotches and 
pimples will often occur upou the face, and 
general ili health will result. 

Fatty, heat- producing foods are especially 
called for in winter. Chemistry demon- 
strates it, and it ie proved slso by the wide 
uze of fat in cold regions, both animals 
and by men. 

A dressing of olive oil greatly increases 
the food value of the common potato, and 
at the same time adds much to ite palatabil- 
ity, 


The Irritable Heart. 


In many supposed cases of heart-disease 
the sufferers exhibit symptoms sufficient to 
alarm those who are unaccustomed to the 
true disorder. 

It has been said by one who has given 
his life to the study of disease of the heart, 
that a sufferer from heart disease is rarely 
cognizant of the fact ; a statement which is 
true, if we except those acute attacks 
which of couree point out their own diag- 
nosis, Chronic disorders are almost inyar- 
iably insidious in their workings, or at 


any rate give no symptoms which point the 
patient directly to the seat of the trouble. 

There is a disorder of the heart, however, 
which ie marked by every symptom of 
distress of that organ, and which is almost 
always confused with the graver forms of 
heart-disease, but which, if properly and 
early treated, ends in recevery.
